The boat bu ilder said he was called it “q u its’’ becau se he was tired 
of being harrassed by organized labor and gov ernment agencies.

When it comes to gram,

and combine maize,

two railroads serving the city— the 
M.K. & T. and Santa FN?— is indeed 
a grain empire judging by the cash 
money grain means to Hamlin.
